JACKSON PURCHASE ENERGY CORPORATION’S RESPONSE TO THE 

FIRST DATA REOUEST OF COMMISSION STAFF 

1. Refer to Answer 11 in the Testimony of Richard Sherrill (Sherrill Testimony”). 

Mr. Sherrill states that the 1954 agreement between Jackson Purchase and Ballard Rural 

Telephone Cooperative Corporation, Inc. (“Ballard Telephone”) was a joint-use agreement which 

“contemplated that each utility would own a fair and reasonably equivalent percentage of the 

shared poles.” Later in his testimony, Mr. Sherrill states that Jackson Purchase owns 3,288 

shared poles and Ballard Telephone owns 170 shared poles. Explain whether Jackson Purchase 

believes that each utility now owns a fair and reasonably equivalent percentage of the shared 

poles. Also provide a schedule showing the number of poles owned by each company for the past 

25 years. 

RESPONSE: JPEC does not believe that each utility now owns a fair and 

reasonably equivalent percentage of the shared poles. While the 1954 Agreement does not state 

“goal” percentages for each utilities ownership, it is fairly well accepted in the industry that 

respective ownership should be such that the actual dollars exchanged each year be as close to
